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e phereas there are many and great abuſes daily committed, by the impozting into, and 
N 7. z expozting out of this King dome, divers pꝛohibited Goods and Merchandize, contrary 
do the Lawes ; And allo foꝛ that there are divers pzactiſes of late uſedby 
L and others, to deceive his Majeſty and the Parliament, ot ſuch cuſtomes and duties 
"AS are due and payable foꝛ ſuch Goods as are impoꝛted and erpozted as afoꝛeſaid; Foz pzeben- 
tion Whereof foꝛ the future, It is Oꝛdained by the Loꝛds and Commons in Parliament, That 
Thomas Andrewes, John Fowke, Richard Chambers, and William Barkeley, Aldermen of the Cityof 
London, Maurice Thompſon, Francis Allyn, lames Ruflcll, and Stephen Eſtwick Merchants, who are 
by an Oꝛdinance of both Houſes of Parltament,of the one & twentieth of Ianuary laſt, appoynted 
. and conſtituted Commiſſioners and Collertozs, to receive all ſuch ſums of money which ſhould 
at any time hereafter be payd foꝛ cuſtomes, oꝛ adbanced by way of Loane, oz otherwiſe , foꝛ and 
in relpectof Goods and Merchandizeerpozted out of, and impoꝛted into the Poꝛt of London, and 
all other Poz:s within the King dome of England Dominion of Wales, and Town of Parwick; 
As allo ail Deputy-Collectozs, Surveiozs, Searchers, Waitozs, and all other Officers which are, 
oz ſhall be deputed and apoynted by the ſaid Commiſſioners under their hands and Heales, as 
their Deputies, Factozs, oz Servants, foꝛ the managing of the Affaires of the cuſtomes, and re⸗ 
ceipt of the ſaid monies, payd and advanted as afozefaid, in the ſeverall Pozts afozeſaid, and their 
members; ſhall have full power and authoꝛity to goe on Board, and enter into any Ship , Hope, 
Bar que, ottoine, Boate, oz other Ueſſell whatſoever, as well by night as by day, Ryding, ly- 
mg, oꝛ being within any the ſeverall Pozts, Havens, Crecks, oz other plates; As aifo in the day 
tune, to goe and enter into all, oz any Cellozs,Uaults, Ships, Warehouſes, oz other places with- 
in the ſaid Kingdome of England Dominion of wales, and Towne of Barwick, toſee, Surbeigh, 
and make ſrarch foꝛ any ſuch pꝛohibited Goods 02 Merchandtzes as afdꝛtſaid: And like wile any 
other Goods 02 M:rchand:3e,either put on Board any Ship oꝛ Ueſſell,oz tak n out and carried a- 
way, oꝛ intended to be carried away, (the cuſt mes and other du ties foꝛ the lame, having not beene 
fully ſatisfied and payd) and the ſaid Goods to Setze, Attatch, carry away, and put into ſafe 
cuſtody: And it is further Oꝛdained by the Loꝛds and Commons aft 2 ſaid,thatupon all ſuch Seiz⸗ 
ures made by any of the Collectoꝛs, Serveiozs, Searchezs, Waitozs, oz other Officers, Depu⸗ 
ties, Factoꝛs, oz Servants of the Commiſſioners afozeſaid, oz by the Kings Officers , oꝛ — 4 
ther perſon oz perſons,certificate ſhall be by them reſpectively fozthwith thereof made unto the ſaid 
Commiſſioners : And chat no fraudulent compoſition ſhall be made by the ſaid Officers to the 
| p2e3udice of the Kingdome, and the loſſeof the cuſtomes, and other duties, due and payable upon 
the laid Goods arid Merchandizes as afozeſaid : -And it is further Oꝛdamed by the Loꝛds and 
Commons afoꝛeſaid, that the ſaid Commiſſioners of the cuſtomes, ſhau have power from time to 
| time to chule and depute a Meſſenger to attend their Service, and him againe at their pleaſure to 
| diplace, andothers to Subſtitute, which Meſſengers by them ſo choſen, ſhall have to tummon oz 
Attatch all oz any ſuch p:rſonoz p as ſhall be refractozy, oꝛ diſobedient to the Lawes , oz 
Nzdinances made foꝛ the payment of cuftoms,fo2 adbance of monies,o2 that ſhall affront oz abuſe 
t he ſaid Commiſſioners, their deputies kactoꝛs oz ſervants, in the execution of their ſeberall duties oꝛ 
| ſervices the perſons ſo offending to being before the honorable Houſe of Commons oz Commit- 
tee ot the Navy,toanſwer ſuch their mildemeanoꝛs dt miſcarriages: And it is further Oꝛdamed. 
that ſuch lecurity as the Committee of the Navy, oz the commiſſioners of the Cuſtomes 
| think fit to require of any perſon, oz perſons , koꝛ the better manadging of the buſineſſes afoze- 
laid, ſhall be taken in the name of the Serieant at Armes foz the time being attending the Houle 
| of Commons, to the uſe of the 6common-Wealth, and foz the better enabling them the afozeſaid 
-| Commiſſioners, as alſo of their Deputies, Factozs, and Servants by them as afozeſaid, autho⸗ 
riſed and appointed to tranſact and perfozme what is _—_— of them in the pzemiſes: It is 
' further Oꝛdained by the Loꝛds and Commons afoꝛeſaid: And it is hereby required, that all 
Cuſtommers, Comptroulozs, ſearchers and all other His Majeſties officersof,oz belonging to the 
Cuſtomes in all the pozts and places afozeſaid, as alſo all and enery the Officers of, oz belong- 
img to the Admiraltie, all Uice Admiralls, Captaines of Ships, and Forts, and all Juſtices of 
| Peace, Majoꝛs Sherriffg, Baliffs, Conſtables, and all other His Majeſties Officers, Miniſters 
and Subjects whatſoever, ſhall from time to time be aiding and aſſiſting to theſaid Commiſſioners 
and to all and e very their Deputics,Factozs, and Seruants, by them as 'afozeſaid, deputed, and 
| appointed, inthe erecution of the ſaud ſervice,and that all and every the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
Deputies, Factoꝛs, and Servants, and all thoſe who ſhall be aiding and Aliſting 
be defended andſaued harmeleſſe by the Authozityof both Houſes of Parliament,
